Flight Lieut. Arthur G. Donahue, 
of St. Charles, Mirnn., one of the 
first American aviators to see ac-

The old grocery at Ninth street

Some- 
times Sartorius himself was chosen 
to bear the Democratic standard. 
He was the first Democrat ever 
to carry the Thirtieth senatorial 
district, serving in the State Sen- 
ate from 1903 to 1905. He was 
Democratic committeeman for 10 
ears. . 
The place was popular also with 
teamsters who used to drive their 
rumbling wagons over the cobble- 
stones. They would crowd the bar

The inspector will note the serial 
number of tires and compare them 
with the numbers entered in the 
owner’s records. 

“Discrepancies will be reported 
to the local board,” OPA said, “and 
if the board’s records do not show 
the owner has been issued a ra- 
tioning certificate for tires since 
the original registration numbers 
were set down an explanation will 
be called for. Unless the owner can 
show the tires were legally ac- 
quired since he registered, his gaso- 
line ration book will be revoked.”

Sartorius was born ‘In a house 
that still stands at 1912 South 
Twelfth boulevard. He and Mrs. 
Sartorius now live next door to 
their store. They are parents of 
Circuit Judge Eugene Sartorius 
and Mrs. Ollie Schumacker, 4253A 
South Kingshighway. 

Sartorius treasures the memories 
of his friends of Missouri politics, 
including United States Senators, 
Supreme Court members and Gov- 
ernors, over the years when he 
helped lead the Democratic cause 
in South St. Louis. 

And even though the store build- 
ing has been sold and the days of 
political pow-wows there are prob- 
ably gone forever, one Democratic 
reminder still hangs above the bar, 
a picture of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
that Sartorius put there in 1932, 
back in the days when the New 
Deal was being born.

The Brit- 
ish Matilda’s turret is much lower. 

“Second, the American tank 
takes fire very easily. Its motor 
used airplane gasoline. It is not 
Diesel-motored, like our Soviet 
tanks, and the fumes from its 
gasoline make the whole tank 
burn quickly. You can’t do any- 
thing to put it out. 

“Then, third, is the fact that the 
American tank’s treads are much 
too narrow for the muddy, 
swampy ground we have in Rus- 
sia.

As «regards American 
tanks in Russia, these particular 
weaknesses long ago ceased to be 
a military secret as far as the 
Germans are concerned, but the 
Red Army’s tank battalion com- 
mander had by no means finished 
his report. 


Five Other Handicaps. 

Maj. Irmakov cited five more 
specific items about the M-3 tank 
which either heightened its vul- 
nerability or handicapped to 2 
notable degree its offensive ca- 
pacity. He explained each point 
clearly, convincingly and in some 
cases told how improvements 
could be made with a compara- 
tively simple alteration here or 
there. These, however, are not 
matters to be reported in daily 
newspapers in wartime. 

Nevertheless, there was no par- 
ticular consolation for American 
pride in the fact that such a great 
industrial power as the United 
States should produce a medium 
tank with no less than eight 
serious faults or weaknesses. With 
only 20 years of industrialization, 
the Soviet Union had produced 
an infinitely stronger and less in- 
flammable tank than the Gen. 
Grant, a very considerable period 
before the Finnish war 

I* hastened to explain to the

The next day the grimy battery 
shot down eight of 27 Japanese 
bombers, the Dutchman said, The 
Britons went to a prison camp, 
like the Americans, with the sat- 
isfaction of their duty to the Dutch 
fully done. 


Bombers Boxed on Wharf. 

L. H. Rithman, jolly, rotund di- 
rector of the Dutch Press Bureau 
is in a concentration camp with 
captured correspondents and cen- 
sors, the refugee said. “I remem- 
ber being bombed seven months 
ago in Bandoeng with Rithman 
who was wearing his oversized 
helmet and docilely holding a rub- 
ber plug like a whistle between 
his teeth, according to Dutch copy- 
book rules for air raids. Six Amer- 
ican A-20 Havoc attack bombers 
lay boxed upon Tiilatjap wharfs, 
waiting for an escort of fighter 
planes aboard the American air- 
craft tender Langley, which never 
arrived.” 


The Dutch, using native labor, 
managed to build a runway even 
while the Japanese were swarming 
across the island and within two 
days American planes—the same 
type which swept the Japanese 
back recently from Port Moresby’s 
back door to Kokoda—reached a 
secret field near Bandoeng. How- 
ever, the Langley went down with 
32 American P-40 Kittyhawks, un- 
der carrier-borne Japanese bomb- 
ers. Fighter protection never 
reaching Java, the attack bombers 
were likewise destroyed on the 
ground. 

For three days after fighting in 
the hills around Bandoeng ceased, 
the Japanese refused to permit 
burial squads to leave Bandoeng, 
apparently fearing the undertaker 
squads would strip the bodies of 
weapons and slip into the moun- 
tains to join the guerrillas. 

Lieut. Gen. Hein Ter Poorten, 
the supreme Allied commander 
after Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell 
left Java, two days before the Japa- 
nese landed, is now confined in the 
Bandoeng barracks. For several 
weeks all captured officers grew 
beards — involuntarily when the 
Japanese took away all razors in 
order to make impossible any at- 
tacks upon sentries.

before the fall of Corregidor. 

“Hirohito’s birthday came on 
April 29, and the Japanese began 
to celebrate it at daylight by 
throwing 106 artillery shells a min- 
ute on Corregidor,” she told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “This shat- 
tering bombardment continued 
most of the day, but at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon it stopped sudden- 
ly. The silence that came then 
was worse than the noise. 

“The enemy marched into Ma- 
nila, where they continued the 
birthday celebration with a parade 
and a dance that night. During 
the dance some of us escaped from 
Corregidor. 

“While the Japanese danced in 
Manila, two Catalina flying boats, 
each loaded with 10 nurses, three 
civilian women and 13 officers, in 


jaddition to the crews, took off for 


Australia. It was a moonlit night, 
almost as bright as day, and had 
it not been for the enemy celebra- 
tion, there is little chance we 
would have gotten through.” 
Praises Col. Carroll. 

Capt. McDonald spent much of 
her address to Hospital Association 
delegates in praising the courage 
and resourcefulness of Col. Percy 
J. Carroll, St. Louis physician who 
was in charge of the Army hos- 
pital at Manila. 

“When it became apparent that 
Manila would fall, a radio“ mes- 
sage was sent to Tokyo, asking 
permission for a merchant ship 
loaded with wounded to be al- 
lowed to sail for Australia,” she 
said. “Tokyo never answered the 
request. 

“Col. Carroll decided to take. the 
wounded out anyway, but there 
was no merchant ship in the har- 
bor, only a few inter-island steam- 
ers. He commandeered the largest 
of these, and placed 375 persons 
aboard her, all of them wounded 
except eight Filipino doctors and 
nurses and a small crew. The 
ship was designed to carry only 
75 passengers at most. 

“The fortress of Corregidor had 
been warned this ship was to come 


It was prepar- 
ing to begin shelling the ship when 
the message finally arrived that 
the vessel was loaded with our 
own wounded.

It’s very comfort- 
able, It has special head and bump 
protectors and looks very hand- 
some, But really, that’s. not for 
war, Your tanks could be made 
cheaper without those dress-up 
touches and be made more quickly 
—and for fighting they would be 
every bit as good.” 

I pressed the Russian tank 
corps Major in regard to the per- 
centage of losses of American 
tanks here, as compared to Soviet 
and British tanks. But he clearly 
didn’t want to appear to be delib- 
erately painting a dark picture. 
He merely replied: 

“When our tanks take fire, we 
can extinguish the fire quickly, or 
we can even take them back while 
burning then put out the fire. 
But the erican M-3s go up in 
flames immediately.” 

Tankmen’s Preferences. 

I asked: “Which tanks have you 
lost the most of on the Rzhev 
front?” 

Again the Major paused. Then 
he answered in another fashion: 
“For burning, American tanks 
have no rival,” he said: “Our tank- 
men have more confidence in our 
own Soviet tanks than any others. 
So far, they are not at all anxious 
to get assigned to foreign-made 
tanks. But if they must take them, 
they prefer the British tanks.” 
That, too, was what I had heard 
on other sectors of the front. 

It seemed only fair for me to ex- 
plain that the first model tank the 
United States produced had been 
sent to Russia because at that time 
it was all we had to send. Im- 
provements on the first models 
had only been made after battle 
experience. Now America was 
producing better and also much 
bigger tanks; some are 50 or 60 
tons or more, 

When those last tonnage figures 
were translated, one of the Major’s 
tankmen, Sergt. Ivan Salaskin, 


‘from Siberia, looked at a Lenin- 


grad youngster alongside of him 
and grinned a very broad and de- 
lighted grin. 

Judging by that grin, there is 
still a chance for the American 
tanks’ reputation to be retrieved 
in Russia—if our new American 
tanks are designed out of the les- 
sons from the old—and if we get 
them over to the Russian front 
fast enough.

“The necessity for saving all 
fuels has made imperative better 
practice in conserving heat in the 
home,” said Research Professor A. 
P. Kratz of the Mechanical Engi- 
neering Department of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. “No matter how 
efficient the heating system, if the 
building is poorly constructed and 
leaks heat rapidly, a large quantity 
of heat must be generated and the 
heating cost will be high as com- 
pared with that for a building for 
which the heat leakage is less.” 

Through a quarter century of 
work in home heating at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois’ two. research 
homes, Kratz and his staff have 
gathered some amazing statistics 
on fuel waste. Read some of these 
findings of the Mechanical Engi- 
neering Department and weep at 
the savings you have been passing 
up in your fuel bills: 

Storm. sash and storm doors 
doors alone will account for a 
28 per cent fuel saving. 

“Insulating ceilings which are 
exposed to unheated attic spaces 
— in about 10 per cent say- 

g. 

Insulating the walls results in 
about 15 to 17 per cent saving. 

A seasonal cleaning of your 
heating plant may have 5 per 
cent. — 

Proper adjusments, cleaning or 
Changing of parts in oil-burning 
equipment may save 20 per cent 
in oil consumption. 

Resulting reductions in the fuel 
bill will normally pay for the 
cost of installing insulation and 
storm sash in a_ relatively few 
years. No more effective way 
exists. of reducing fuel consump- 
tion than by applying storm win- 
dows, storm doors and adequate 
insulation to the ceilings and side- 
walls of a house. 

“The first ‘must’ requirement 
for adequately protecting the 
house is the use of storm doors,” 
said Special Research Associate 
S. B. Konzo of the university staff. 
“In an average house, about four

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to five per cent of the heat lost 
from the house is through and 
around the door*® Hence, if by 
applying a tightly fitting storm 
door we can cut the loss about 
one-half, we shall effect reduc- 
tions of about two to three per 
cent. This sum May not seem 
significant, but when we consider 
the returns on the investment and 
the ease of installing a storm 
door, it seems the logical thing 
to do.” | 
If you are renting your house 
and the owner cannot afford a 


storm door, Prof. Konzo suggests 


the simple expedient of applying 
weather stripping to the door, par- 
ticularly if it is warped and con- 
siderable air whistles through the 
cracks. Felt stripping sufficient 
to weatherstrip the ordinary door 
will cost you only 10 or 15 cents. 

“The second ‘must’  require- 


‘ ment,” said Prof. Konzo, “is the 


application of storm sash to the 
windows. Tests made in the 
Warm Air Heating Research Resi- 
dence at the university have 
shown that when tightly fitting 
storm sash was applied to all the 
windows in a house, a saving in 
fuel consumption of about 20 per 
cent was obtained. The storm 
sash should be tightly fitted and 
should be drawn up tightly when 
closed. It should be realized that 
a properly installed storm sash 
not only reduces the heat trans- 
mitted through the glass, but also 
reduces the air leakage around the 
windows. With tightly fitting 
storm sash it is not necessary to 
have separate weather stripping 
attached to the inside windows. 
If necessary, felt stripping can be 
tacked on the storm sash to seal 
any cracks between the storm 
sash and the window frames. If, 
on account of the expense in- 
volved, all the windows cannot be 
protected at one time, at 
those which face the north and 
west should be protected. . Other 
storm sash can then be added 
later.”

Professor KonzZo’s list is the use 
of insulation in the attic floor. 

‘“We recommend,” he said, “that 
over the ceiling lath that is ex- 
posed in the attic, a layer of as- 
phalt-treated paper be laid. This 
paper is technically known as a 
‘yapor barrier’ and serves to pre- 
vent, moisture from leaking 
through the plaster and collecting 
on the underside of the roof cov- 
ering. Some of the insulation that 
is available on the market comes 
in the form of a roll about 14 
inches wide and from:one to four 
inches thick, and is covered on one 
side with a ‘vapor barrier.’ This 
side of the roll should be applied 
next to the Jath. If a loose form of 
insulation is to be used, the insula- 
tion should be poured out of the 
bag and should cover the vapor 
barrier to a uniform depth. 

“In any case, whether the roll 
form or loose form of insulation 
is used; we recommend that at 
least a two-inch thickness be used 
and preferably a four-inch thick- 
ness, In the case of an unfinished 
attic floor it ig also possible to nail 
insulating boards over the attic 
joists. These insulating boards are 
usually available in thickness of 
from one-half to one inch and can 
be readily handled by any home- 
owner.” 

Installing ceiling or attic insula- 
tion is relatively inexpensive, es- 
pecially in unfloored attics, but in- 
sulating the sidewalls of a house is 
more expensive. The only practical 
method in insulating sidewalls of 
a house already constructed is to 
blow the loose type of wool in- 
sulation into the studding space by

through two or three cold waters;

Storm sash and doors and in- 
sulated walls and ceilings will 
make your fuel dollar go much 
farther, but to stretch it to the 
limit you must be sure that your 
equipment is in apple-pie working 
order. | 

“If you have an oil burner,” 
said Warren S. Harris, special re- 
search associate in the mechani- 
cal engineering department, “you 
may waste as much as 20 per cent 
of the fuel burned if the burner 
is out of adjustment. The symp- 
toms of improper combustion are 
excessively high temperature of the 
flue gas leaving the boiler, smoke 
in the flue gas, excessive carbon 
deposits on the ‘heating surface 
and excessive oil consumption. If 
you note any of these symptoms, 
your burner may need adjusting. 
But do not try to do it yourself. 
Chances are you may only make 
it worse. Cal] in your service man.”

F you have a coal-fired system, 
use one of these warm days 
when no heat is needed to give 
your furnace an overhauling. 
Clean the grates of all ash and 


unburned coal and remove all | 


refuse from the ash pit. If you 
have a stoker, the fire pot and 
stoker should be emptied of clink- 
er, ash and coal, and oil applied 
to the unprotected metal surfaces 
of the feed screw, feed tube and 
the inside of the hopper. 

“Air leaks around the fire door, 
ash door and the base or between 
the sections all waste fuel,” Harris 
pointed out. Also, they may per- 
mit objectionable odors from the 
products of combustion to enter 
the house. So do over your heat- 
ing plant after cleaning out the 
soot and stop up these leaks. 
There are several varieties of as- 
bestos cement on the market 
which are made especially to seal 
leaks of this kind. And while you 
are inspecting your boiler for leaks, 
open the drain valve at the bottom 
of the boiler and drain off enough 
water to remove the sludge and 
corrosion which settles to the bot- 
tom when the system is not in use, 
then be sure to add sufficient wa- 
ter to refill the system to the 
proper level. : 

“Check the condition of the in- 
sulation on your boiler and base- 
ment heating pipes and repair or 
patch where required.” : 

For use with hand-fired heating 
systems, Julian R. Fellows, assist- 
ant professor of mechanical en- 
gineering at the university, has de- 
veloped a special firing tool or 
poker, especially adapted to the 
effective application of the side 
bank method of firing. 

“We call this an oblique-angled 
poker,” Fellows said, “Neither the 
conventional shovel nor the con- 
ventional poker is a satisfactory 


- tool for moving the left-over coals 


from the portion of the fire pot 
which is to receive the charge of 
fresh coal. The few remaining 
coals on that side are often im- 
bedded in ash and cannot be moved 


- with a shovel without also moving 


“Your present poker can easily 
be converted to the oblique-angled 
type by first straightening it, then 
bending it to an angle of approxi- 
mately 30 degrees at a distance of 
approximately 13 inches from the 
end. If you are mechanically in- 
clined, you can heat your poker to 
a red heat by leaving it in the fire 
for a few minutes and bend it to 
the desired shape. If you prefer to 
have the job done by an expert, 
take your poker to the nearest 
welding shop or blacksmith shop 
and have them do the job.” 


This oblique-angled poker is de- 
scribed in detail on page 17 of the 
University of Hlinois Engineering 
Experiment Station Circular No. 46 
which may be obtained for the ask- 
ing. Circular No. 46 is a non- 
technical manual for householders 
and operators. of small hand-fired 
heating plants and contains many 
tips on how you can reduce your 
fuel bills. Bulletin No. 223 will be 
of helf to owners of steam or hot- 
water heating systems. 


By following the suggestions of 
the mechanical engineering depart- 
ment, suggestions such as install- 
ing storm doors and sash, insulat- 
ing walls and attics, and by oper- 
ating your heating plant. intelli- 
gently, it is possible to save one- 
half of the fuel you burned in 
other years. Actual tests conduct- 
ed in the Warm Air Research Resi- 
dence at the University of Illinois 
have shown that total fuel con- 
sumption was reduced about one- 
half when all protective measures
